Loꝛdſhip hath thought fit to remember them of ſeveral Penaltic:s pꝛobided by Law againſt notoꝛious Dffenders : As 
alſo ali Conſtables and Publick Dfficers (who are to put the ſaid Laws in Execution) of their Duty therein;

+. only, Every D2unkardis to pay fo? the firſt Offence Five Shillivgs2 And in default thereof to ſit Sir Hours 
12 the 57385, and koꝛ the ſecond Oftence,to find Sureties fo? the goob behaviour. o2 to be Committed to the Common 
dal: And the like Puniſhment is to be inflicted upon all Common Yaunters of Ale-houſes and Taverns.and Com- 
mon Tameſters, andÞPerſons jultly ſuſpected to live by any unlawrul means, having no viſible way to ſuppoꝛt them- 
ſelbes in their manner oe living. And no Perſon is to ſit oꝛ continue Tipling oꝛ Dlinking more than one Hour. un- 
leſs upon ſome Extraoꝛdinary Octaſion, in any Tavern, AUictualling-heuſe, Ale-houſe, o2 other Tipling-houſe, up- 
on the penalty of Ten Slullings fo2 every DOttence upon the Pater of ſuch Houle, and upon the Perſon that ſhall 
ſo continue dꝛinking, three Slullings Four Pence. 


hurdly, Every Perſon maintaining Houſes ſuſpected of Common Lawbdep, by the Law is to find Sureties fo? the 
good behaviour; likewiſe all Night-CClalkers and Perſons uſing that impudent and inſufferable p2actice of attempting 
ochers modeſty in the Streets. are to be puniſhed at the Houſe of Coꝛrection and find Sureties koꝛ the good behaviour. 


Fourthly, All Perſons uſing any unlavocul Exertiſes on the Lozds Day, oꝛ Tipling in Taverns, Inns o2 Ale- 
houſes, and Cofee-houles, during Divine Service on that day, are fo coꝛteit Three Shillngs Four Pence, fo2 every Oc 
tence. to be Lebied by diſtrels, and where none can be had. to ſit three hours in the Stocks: And every Uintner, 
Jnn-keeper 92 Ale⸗-houſe keeper, that ſhall ſufer any ſuch Dꝛinking oꝛ Tipling in his Houſe. is tofozfert Ten Shillings, 
foꝛcberyOflente: And no Perſon may fit in the Streets, withHerbs, Fruits, oꝛother things, toerpoſe them to Sale, 
noꝛ no Hackney Coachman may ſtando? ply in the Streets on that day. 

And thereco2e all Conſtables and other Officers, whom it doch o2 may concern, are required, acco2ding to their 
Daths ſolemnly taken in that behalc, to take care to? diſcovering and bꝛinging to Puniſhment rohoſoever ſhall Df- 
fend in any ol the Pꝛemiſes: And koꝛ that end they are to enter into anyſuſpected Houſes befoze mentioned, to ſearch 
foꝛ any ſuch diſoꝛderly Perſons as ſhall he found misbehaving themſelves, oꝛ doing contrary to the ſaid Laws, and 
to Levy the Penalties, and bꝛing the Offenders betroꝛe ſome or his Majeſties Yullices of the Peace of this City, to be 
dealt withall acco2ding to Lab. 

And whereas there are other diſoꝛders or another nature. very Diſhonourable and a great Scandal to the Govern- 
ment oc this City, and very pꝛejudicial to the Trade and Commerce of the ſame: His Lo2dſhip therekoꝛe is reſolved by 
Gods Bleſſing with the Alliſtance of his Wꝛethrenthe Aldermen, to uſe his utmoſt endeavour to prevent the ſame, 
by putting in Execution the good and wholſome Zaros in fozce foꝛ that purpoſe, with all Strictneſs and ſeverity; 
Some or which he hath thought fit to enumerate with the Duties and Penalties upon every Conſtable andother D:- 
ficcrs concerned therein. 


As Firſt, the great reſoꝛt of Rogues, Uagrants, JdlePerſons, and Common Beggars, Peſtring and Anoying the 
Streets and Common Paſſages, and all places of Publick Meetings and reſoꝛt, againſt whom very good p2oviſion 
is made by the Lao, viz. | 

That all ſuch Perſons ſhall be openly Whipped, and foꝛthwith ſent from Pariſh to Pariſh, to the place where He 
02 She was bo2n, if known ; ik not. to the place where He oꝛ She laſt dwelt fo2 the ſpace of one Pear, to be ſet to wozk ;

That every Conſtable that ſhall not do his belt Endeavour io2 the Appꝛehenſion of ſuch Uagabond, Rogue, o:

Sccondly, The not Paving and Cleanſing ofthe Streets: The redzelling whereoc being by a late Actof Parlia- 
ment put into Commiſſioners appointed by Common Counc“ His Zo2dſhip doth hereby recommend the ſame to the 
Deputies and Common Council of the ſeveral Wards with. this City, to uſe their utmoſt diligence in that affair, 
and eſpecially to mind their reſpective Commiſſioners of the Duty incumbent upon them, and of the daily Damage 
which the City ſuffers by the neglect thereof. And his Loꝛdſhip doth declare he will appear at the ſaid Commiſſion of 
Sewers as often as his moꝛe Urgent Decaſions will give him leave, and doth expect ſuch Attendance of the other Com⸗ 
mifſioners as may render the Act moꝛe effectual than hitherto it hath been. 


Thirdly, The neglect of the Jnhabitants of this City, in hanging and keeping out their Lights at the accuſtomed 
hours, acco2ding to the good and Antient uſage of this City, and Acts or Common Council in that behalk. 


Fourthly, The not ſetting and continuing the Watches at ſuch hours. and in ſuch Numbers, and in ſuch ſober and 
oꝛderly manner in all other reſpects; as by the Acts of Common Council in that behalf is directed and appointed. 

And his Lo2dſhip doth ſtrictly require the Fellowſhip of Carmen. to be very careful in the due obſervance of the good 
and wholſome Rules, and Oꝛders, which have been made foꝛ their regulation: His Lo2dſhip intending ſeverely to 
inflict the Penalties impoſed in default thereof. 0 | 

And to the end that no Conſtable oꝛ other Officers oꝛ Piniſters of Juſtice may be any ways diſcouraged in their 
Lavoful Diligent and Uigozous P2oſecution of the Pꝛemiſes: It is p2ovided,That if they oꝛ any of them ſhall be re- 
ſiſted, in the juſt andlawful Execution of their Charge and Duty, oꝛ in any wile Atfronted oꝛ Abuſed, they ſhall be 
encouraged, maintained, and vindicated by the Juſtice, oder, and Authoꝛity of his Loꝛdſhip and the Court of Alder- 
men; and the Offenders Pꝛoletuted and Puniſhed according to Law.
